OSE HUNDRED YEARS AGO 


FORCED BLOOMS 
GIVE PRE-VIEW 
OF SPRINGTIME 


Just about now winter is Iodine ;

R ankin Heads Com mittee 
State Commander Clyde E. R an­ 
kin, of the American Legion, who 
heads a joint bonus com m ittee of 
five veterans

us ranging from $500 or $700 to be i 
financed by a 30-year bond Lssue of 
$300,000,000 to $400,000,000. 
Other organizations invited to the 
conference include the Veterans of 
Foreign 
Wars. Disabled American 
Veterans, JewLsh War Veterans and 
American Veterans of World War 
Two. 
Under Rankin's plan, veterans and 
the next of kin of war casualties 
will receive $10 a moi h for do­ 
mestic service and $15 m onthly for 
overseas service.

Should the bonus be financed by 
a bond Lssue paym ents could not 
begin at least until 1950 since ap­ 
proval by two sessions of the leg­ 
islature and a state-w ide referen­ 
dum vote would be necessary to make 
it effective. 
A $50,000,000 bond issue was au­ 
thorized in 1933 for a bonus for 
veterans of the 
first world 
war. 
calling for maximum paym ents of 
$200 at the rate of $10 for each

Harrisburg, Jan. 27 (A*)—Tile ccxst 
of operating toe s>tate governm ent 
has risen more than 25 per sent in 
the past decade, tile Pennsylvania 
Economy League, Inc., a non-parti­ 
san research agency, reported. 
Listing the present annual cost as 
$370,000,000,

league 
declared 
"this is more than $100,000,000 above 
the annual cost IO years ago, and 
more than double the 1929-31 fig­ 
ure." 
“Expenditures for the social wel­ 
fare 
activities—public 
assistance, 
welfare, and public health—have in ­ 
creased tremendously over pre-de­ 
pression years, but have fallen of! 
since 1941,” the league said in a 
pam phlet on state expenditures. 
The cost of public instruction has 
"practically doubled since 1929-31,”

added,

from 
$90,000,000 to $180,000,000."
